Claims 17-18 and 21-24 are amended. Claims 6-10, 14, and 17-24 are pending. 

The amendments to the claims are based on the application as originally filed, so it is 
respectfully submitted that no new matter has been added. 

In the office action, claims 6-10, 14, and 17-24 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, 
second paragraph. 

Claims 17-18 and 21-24 are amended to overcome the rejection under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, 
second paragraph, and claims 6-10, 14, and 19-20 depend fi-om amended claims 17-18, 
respectively.
